During the tilt Mr., Delmas asked
the Diatriet Attorney how he learned
of the character of the operation upon
Miss Neshit without violation of a con-
fidenes, Mr. Jeromoe ssid he had heen
told of 1t by Miss Neshit's mother,
Mrs, Holman of Pittsburg, It thus he-
eame known, for the first time, that
the District Attorney is in possession
of a long statement by Mrs. Holman.

Dr. Evans wis questioned sl day,
ooonpving nearly twa hours of the
afternopn session in a perusal of the
Iettors wrnitten by Harry Thaw at the
time of his estrangement swith Miss
Noshit

Dy, Evans was by
isfartory expert witneas to the defense
sn far produced. He detailed to the
jury hig observations and examinations
of Harry Thaw duoring his eight visits
to the prisoner in the Tombs, and de-
elared it to be his opinion that Thaw
was snffering from *‘a brain storm or
an explosive or fulminating econdition
of mental unsoundness”’ at the time he
shiot and killed White

Good Witness for Thaw.

Dr. Evans gave many and elaborate
reasons for his opinion, and during his
expmination Mr. Delmas deftly brought
ot the faet that whereps Thaw was
suffening  from “‘storm and  slress’’
when the alienist first wvisited him in
Anpust last, his econdition had shown
steady and gradual tmprovement until
on {xtober %, when Thaw was '*
composed and deliberate '’

Evang deelared that the mental
explogion which induced Thaw to kil
Stanford White had left
the defendant when he first visited him,
He said Thaw exhibited symptoms of
paranomina  and adaleseent inganity.

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NATIONAL GONTROL
OF GRAZING LANDS

Senate Committee Agrees to
Burkett Amendment Agricul-
tural Appropriation Bill.

PROVISION FOR PROTECTION
OF BONA FIDE SETTLERS

Homesteaders to Have Prefer-
ence in Allotment of Grazing
Lands Near Their Homes.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 12 —Without
eontinuing its hearing urnﬂ the Burkett
amendment to the Agriculturnl appro-
pristion bill providiog far the lensing
of the public lands for grazing, the
Senate committee today agreed 1o
adopt the amendment, Severnl amend-
ments to the Burkett proposition were
adapted, however, designed to protoct
the intersats of the homesteaders,

The poliey outlined, which is favored
by the Fresident, was agreed upon by
a bhare majority of the committea, Tt
15 not unlikaly that a point of order
may be mude against it in the Senate, ‘
anil 1t is concednd to he general lopigla
tion, One amendment provides that the |
Sacretary of Agrienlture is in exercise |
control of and fix the foes to be charged |
for grazing

Faollowing is the text of the grazing |
amendment agreed upon by the com-
mittee;

Text of Amendment.

Hereafter, for the purposes of restoring
protecting and Increasing the grazing
value of the public domalin and promoting
the agricultural use thereof, the Secretary |
of Agrloallures may organizs grazing dls-
tricts and regulate and control grazing
upion the unapproprinted unregerved lands |
af the T'nited States, under such miles |
and regulations as he mal preseribe. and

charge and collect reasonable fees for
grazing theroof. the recelpts to be de- |
posited In the treasury of the Tinlted |

States 1o the eredit
ohiwdnad from echarges for Umber. graz-
ing @and other resources of the Natlonal
farests and provided for by section 5 of
the nct of February 1. 1906, whioh is
haraby approprinted and made asallable
in addition to Its present uses and under
the restrictlions provided by law, for the
regulation, rostovatlon,  protectlon, and
Increéase of grazing upon the public lands
and for the employment of necersary as-
sixtanis for such purposes In the city of
Washington and ealsewhere and it shall
be unlawful after January 1, 15908, tn graze
any lvestock upon eny organized grazing
fistrict otherwise than as the sald rules
and regulations shall prescribo.

Will Protect Homesteaders.

Provided, that all leasean or permils to
grage |ssued under this provielon shall ba
subject to the right of homestaad or other
soltlament, locatlon, entry, patent, or any
othar disposal of publle lands under the
public Jande law and any appropriation
an made. ahall operate as a cancellation
of eald leass or permit as to the land so
appropriated; provided further that bonuo
fide homestead =ottiers or realdents =hall
e permitted to graze free of charge thelr
stock wnaml for necesEary domestic pur-
poaes, on the publle lands affacted hereby
Provided, thal proeferonco shall he given

bona fde homesteaders and sottlers
in the allotment of an equitahle propor
tion of ranges adincent to their homes
not latey than the beginning of the
annual azing period, and provided furs-
ther, all af tt receiptas fram the
grazing fees hoeran authorized In axopss
of the eonst of administmation, protection
and Improvemesnt of the publle range; and
pacessnry working capltal for the ensuing
figcal vear ghall be pald o the State: and |
Territories (n which s=aid fees originate
